That an employee has not lost his 


life just after drinking liquor, or r.hat 
an flir.ploycc'3 death was tho Indirect 
result of an Injury received while per- 
forming tho duties Tor the employer, 
IB not material that may be used by 
an Insurance company in a light to 
deny compensation to the dependants, 
according to two separate decisions by 
the referees .of the Workmen's Com- 
pensation. Cpifrd. 
They declare .that 


tho use of llqiiou cannot Invalidate the 
claim to compensation so long as 
death caused by an accident sustained 
In the performance of duty for the 
employer. 


The case was that of a man CO yearn 


old. tl WTVS found trial he had had 
several drinks of liquor just before 
Ills death. Attorneys tor tho defend- 
ant cited tho'circumstances at the 
hearing. Counsel for (he claimant de- 
clared that whether the employee was 
Intoxicated or not, 
his 
dependants 


were entitled to compensation accord- 
Ing to the compensation act of Penn- 
sylvania. 
The Interpretation of the 


law by tho counsel ot the claimant 
was confirmed by the referees, who 
awarded the widow full compensation. 
Tho defendant appealed. 


Tt was hold that a reading of tho 


law apparently does not Justify tha 
decision. 
Tho statute says that the 


employer shall have uo defense ''un- 
less it be established that the Injury 
was caused, by such employee's Intox- 
ication or by his reckless..Indifference 
to danger," and ",tho burden of"prov- 
ing sucli Intoxlcirtion or roclcless iu- 
differcnce to danger shall bo upon the 
defendant, and the question shall be 
ono of fact to bo determined by the 
Jury." 


It was further held that it was plain- 


ly Qii)1 Intent of tho members o£ the 
legislature that framed tho act to-cx- 
cludo from damages persons Injured 
while under the Influence of liquor 
and their dependants In case of death. 
H was presumed that every person 
realised 
that 
Intoxication 
caused 


sreator liability to accident and that 
Lf ho drank to tho point of intoxica- 
tion ho committed a willful act of 
reckless Indifference, for which the 
employer should not be held respon- 
sible. , 


Tho final decision will be awaited 


with much interest. If the'court give 
a liberal Interpretation to tho law by 
deciding that drinking to the extent 
mentioned in the 
preceding 
para- 


graph shall not be a bar to damages, 
employers 
will be more careful la 


hiring men.
